Dear  Dr.  Burleigh 

You  may  recall  thet,   about  a  year  or  so  ago,  you  wrote 
to  me  saying  that  you  had  some  genealogical  information  on 
my  ancestors.     I  am  speaking  of  Thomas  Hearns  who  lived,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Napanee,   Ontario  during  the  period  of  approx. 
18U0  to  1875. 

I  am  interested  in  obtaining  whatever  information  you 
may  have  on  the  Hearns  family.     I  believe  that  you  mentioned 
that  for  $10.00  you  could  prepare  for  me  the  information  about 
this  family. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  for  me  to  give  you  all  the  info 
that  I  already  have  on  the  family. 

First,   I  have  enclosed  a  lineage  chart  showing  how  I  am 
related  to  the  Hearns  Family.     Included  are  the  birthdates, 
birthplaces,   dates  of  death  and  place  of  death. of  each  pers  on 
in  the  line. 

Secondly,  here  is  what  I  know  about  Thomas  Hearns.     I 
might  mention  that  there  may  have  been  two  Thomas  Hearns  listed 
in  the  Napanee  Directory  of  1865.     Whether  either,  of  both  of 
these  men  were  my  ancestor  is  not  known  by  me.     However,  Thomas 
Hearns  married  a  Miss  Page  about  1835  or  so.     At  least  three 
children  were  born  of  this  marriage   during  the  years  of  18 ii© 
to  1855  approx.     They  were   (1)  Sarah  Jane  Hearns   (2i)"John  Hearns 
and  (3)  James  Hearns.     Sarah  Jane  was  born  12  Sept  18U5  (   some 
records  say  1855  but  I  doubt  it  as  her  first  child  was  born 
Mar  16  1867.)      I  do  not  know  anything  about  John  or  <James  Hearns 

Thirdly,  I  am  aware  of  an  Alfred  Hearns  born  1  Dec  18 90 
near  Parham,  Ontario  who  married  Gertrude  Wager  of  Wagerville 
Ontario.     Five  cildren  were  born  of  this  marriage.
